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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§ 102 



1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 

States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the ADPA (pre- AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as bemg anticipated by Vorenkamp et al 
(US Patent No 6549766 B2) 

Regarding claim 1, vorenkamp discloses a signal processing semiconductor integrated 
circuit (figs 5 and 13) comprising: a reception circuit including a fist amplifier that amplifies a 
reception signal, a frequency conversion means that synthesizes an amplified signal and an 
oscillation signal of a specific frequency to form a frequency converted signal (col. 1 1, line 42- 
col. 12, line 54; col. 16, line 48- col. 17, line 55), and a second ampUfier direct-current-coupled 
with the frequency conversion means, which amphfies the frequency converted signal by the 
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frequency conveys on means (col. 23, line 25- col. 24, line 65); and a third amplifier that is 
activated while the first amplifier is deactivated, whose input terminal is not connected to an 
external terminal to which the reception signal is inputted (figs. 32-33.; figs. 42-43;col. 42, line 
25- col. 43, Une 60; col. 45, line 3-coL 46, line 37). 

Regarding claim 2, vorenkamp discloses a signal processing semiconductor integrated 
circuit (figs 5 and 13), wherein the input terminal of the third amplifier has an impedance 
connected which is equivalent to that of an external circuit connected to the input terminal of the 
first amplifier (col. 41, line 6- col, 42, line 50). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3 . Claims 3 - 1 0 are allowed.

Vorenkamp et al US Patent No 6591091 Bl discloses an integrated circuit with channel 
selection and image rejection implemented on a single CMOS integrated circuit. 

Maruyama US Patent No 5898907 discloses a radio transmitter-receiver adopting both a 
single frequency and a double frequency conversion, 

Davidovici et al US Patent No 6212244 Bl discloses a two-step automatic gain control 
loop for use with a receiver.
